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How Rain and Hafl are Formed. 


When the particles of water or ice 
which constitute a cloud or fog are al! 
of the same size, and the air in which 
they are sustained is at rest or is mov- 
ing in the same direction, then these 

particles can have no motion relative 
to each other. The weight of the par- 
ticles will cause them to descend 
thro the air with velocities which 
depend on their diameters, and, since 
they are all of the same size,they will 
move with the same velocity. Under 
such circumstances, therefore,the par- 
ticles will not traverse the spaces 
oo seperaté them, and there can be 
tion so as te form raindrops 
tones, If, however, some p»r- 
ticles of the cloud or fog attain a lar- 
ger size than others, those will des- 
cend faster than the others and conse- 
quently overtake those immediately 
beneath them; with these they may 
combine’so as to form still larger par- 
ticles, which will move with greater 
velocity, and more quickly overtake 
the particles in front of them, and 
will increase in rate as they add to 
their size. Under such circumstances, 
therefore, the cloud will be converted 
into rain or hail, according as the par- 
were ice or water. The size of 
the drops from such a cloud would 
rt sim on the quantity of 
suspended in the space swept 
by the drop in its descent, 
that is to. say, on the density and 
thickness of the cloud below the 
poiht from which it started. This is 
the actual way in which raindrops are 
fofinéd.

CANTY’S CAREER. 


His Relatives Fighting for His Life ta 
Colorado. 


A dispatch to the Denver News re- 
ceived yesterday tells the probable 
end of Canty’s career. The man Sal- 
isbury came to this country, as the 
Gazette is informed, from Oregon. 
He was employed on the V. & T. R. 
R., and ny one had anything to say 
against his conduct. He was quiet 
and industrious, although a coura- 
geous mao. In '73 or 74, while coup- 
ling a car near Steamboat, the draw- 
bar broke and Salisbury’s hand and 
arm were crushed. The arm was am- 
putated above the wrist, and the suf- 
ferer seemed trom that time to have 
lost all sense of the proper relation 
which he should bear toward his fel- 
low men. From that time on he was 
what is commonly known as “a fight- 
er.” He was involved in numberless 
brawls, and although he had only one 
arm, it was his boast that no man 
with two could “lick” him. He made 
his living by “taking tricks” from the 
emigrants, and although probably 
good at heart, in his outward conduct 
he was evidently determined to be a 
scourge to his fellows. He 
continued this course up to less 
than three years ago. He was be- 
lieved to have started the fire which 
destroyed Chinatown in 1878, and be 
started for Bodie while the fire was in 
progress. He returned some months 
afterward and was ordered to leave 
town by the Vigilance Committee. 
He obeyed the order, and has not 
been in Nevada since. The Denvei 
dispatch says that W.H. Canty, who 
is sentenced to hang at Colorado 
Springs, June 17th, for the murder of 
Deputy Marshal Perkins, at Buena 
Vista lust April, is a nephew of Ben 
Butler, aod his right name is William 
H. Salisbury, of Salisbury, Mass. He 
was forced to leave home on account 
of recklessness, went to California. 
made a fortune in gambling and the 
saloon business, and afterwards lost 
all. He came to Colorado three years 
ago. He has two sisters, one married 
and quite wealthy, living in Law- 
rence, Mass. - Since the murder his 
friends have been doing everything 
tosave him. Massachusetts lawyers 
are here working in his behalf.
